SHOALS BIDS WANTED 

Muscle Shoals, a great industrial 
project which has been the play- 
thing of politicians sinee the war, 
is again in the news, and a brand- 
new commission of nine members 
is wrestling with the problem of 
how to dispose of it. 

Three members of the commis- 
sion were appointed by President 
Hoover, three represent Alabama 
and three represent Tennessee— 
the body being formed in aceord- 
ance with the president’s sugges- 
tion last spring when he vetoed the 
Norris Muscle Shoals measure. 

The commission at its first for- 
mal meeting in Florence, Ala., ear- 
ly this month issued an invitation 
for bids from private concerns 
which might be interested in tak- 
ing over the propect, including the 
proposed Cove Creck dam. These 
bids are to be considered at anoth- 
er meeting of the commission to 
be held September 1 

It is said that the American 
Farm Bureau Federation will sub- 
mit a proposal at that time, with a 
view to utilizing the properties for 
the manufacture of fertilizer and 
possibly other commodities in the 
interest of agriculture. 

The commission appears to be 
unanimously opposed to any 
scheme that would put the govern- 
ment into the fertilizer or power 
business, as was sought to be done 
by the Norris so-called government 
operation plan. It is somewhat en- 
couraging to note that the actions 
taken by the commission at its first

If the politicians will keep their 
hands off for a while and give the 
practical solution of the problem, 
it is possible that such a solution 
may be found.

NAGATA’'S COMET 

When Masana Nagata knocked 
off work as foreman of melon patch 
laborers near Brawley, Calif., on 
the evening of July 15, he was un- 
known outside of his own commu- 
nity. Today the name of Nagata 
is known throughout the scientific 
world, for that night he disecover- 
ed a new comet which had eseap- 
ed the eyes of all astronomers up 
to that time. 

His discovery was made with a 
three-inch telescope, and reported 
to the great Mt. Wilson Observa- 
tory, where the genuineness of his 
find was verified. The new celes- 
tial visitor has since been observed 
hy many astronomers and its or- 
bit has been computed. It is some 
167 million miles away and is re- 
ceeding from the earth. It will nev- 
er be close enough to be visible to 
the naked eye. It has been named 
Nagata’s comet in honor of its dis- 
coverer, -as is customary in such 
cases. 

Nagata is a Japanese, 45 years 
old, who has been interested in 
astronomy since he wag a child, 
but only during the last 10 years 
has he possessed a telescope with 
which to pursue his study of the 
heavens. His only instruction in 
astronomy was obtained through a 
correspondence school course, and 
he frankly admits that he is only

PRISON SENTENCES

ently to make his release safe. 
his condition ean not be so inners 
ed, he stays for life. 

There is a similarity between the 
lunatic and the eriminal in that 


both are sick. One is a eatte 
sick; the other is morally sick. 
Both can often be cured by proper 
treatment. The condition of each 
should be determined by experts 
before turning him loose. At least 
that is the theory of the indetermi- 
nate sentence — and it seems 
sensible,

One ton of soda is 
worth about two and one-half tons 
of cotton seed meal. Soda will be 
worth about $50.00 per ton next 
year, and, according to that, your 
cotton seed should bring you as
